Population of Russian Prisons 

St. Petersburg.—Remarkable statis- | aus 
tics have been laid before the Duma 
recently with regard to the population 
of the Russian prisons. It appears 
that between the years 1905 and 1911 
the number of the prisoners in Russia 
had increased by 95,000 and that the 
increase was largely among the polit- 
ical prisoners. From 1903 to 1911 
the expense of all departments con- 
cerned had increased by 83 per cent. 

Acts of terrorism in Russia during 
the last few years have been of rare 
occurrence, It is not anarchism 
which is filling the prisons, but trade 
unionism and socialism.

Lettering. 

A dainty way to mark handkerchiefs 
is to crochet very fine medallions of 
lace with letters in the center. Two 
corners of handkerchiefs are here il- 
lustrated with the letters ‘“E" and “P" 
as inlets of transparent lace. 

No. 26 thread is used, with a crochet 
hook No. 5. 

First Row.—Work 39 chain, 3 treble 
in the ninth stitch from the needle, 
taking up two threads throughout the 
work, then 2 chain, miss two stitches, 
1 treble to end of row, making eleven 
equares in every row.
